WHO HAS ASKED SWEDEN TO SPONSOR THE FIRST TWO AND THE SIX 
SIGNATORIES OF STATELESSNESS CONVENTION TO COSPONSOR THE THIRD. 

(US DEL RECEIVED ALL TEXTS FROM SWEDISH DEL AND HAS NOT BEEN APP 
ROACHED TO COSPONSOR). 

2. RE ADMIN DETAILS, WE UNDERSTAND ALLOCATION OF $2 MILLION FOR 
EMERGENCY SITUATIONS (DRAFT II) ALREADY APPROVED BY HCR EXECUTIVE 
COMITE AND DOES NOT INVOLVE ADDITIONAL UN BUDGETARY ALLOCATION. 
WITH REGARD DRAFT III, WE UNDERSTAND HCR CHECKING ON NEED FOR 
FIFTH COMITE CONSIDERATION BUT BELIEVES THIS UNNECESSARY AS OR 
GRANIZATION WILL NOT COME INTO BEING BEFORE DEC 1975 AND HIS OFFICE 
WILL SUBSUME SETTING UP COSTS. 
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3. IN ACCORDANCE WITH POSITION PAPER, WE PLAN TO SUPPORT SUBJECT 
RESES. DISCUSSION THIS ITEM BEGINS MONDAY A. M. NOV 25 AND IS 
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EXPECTED TO CONTINUE THROUGH NOV 26.

VOLUNTARY REPATRIATION OF REFUGEES FROM TERRITORIES EMERGING FROM 
COLONIAL RULE AND, IN COORDINATION WITH OTHER COMPETENT BODIES 
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OF THE UNITED NATIONS, THEIR REHABILITATION IN THEIR COUNTRIES 
OF ORIGIN, 

4. REQUESTS FURTHER THE HIGH COMMISSIONER TO CONTINUE HIS 
EFFORTS, IN COOPERATION WITH GOVERNMENTS, UNITED NATIONS BODIES 
AND VOLUNTARY AGENCIES, TO PROMOTE PERMANENT AND SPEEDY SOLUTIONS

ON THE REDUCTION OF STATELESSNESS IN ACCORDANCE WITH ITS ARTICLE 1 1 

2. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY GENERAL TO PROVIDE THE HIGH 
COMMISSIONER THE NECESSARY ADMINISTRATIVE AND FINANCIAL MEANS, AS 
AND WHEN NECESSARY; 

3. DECIDES TO REVIEW, NOT LATER THAN AT ITS 31ST REGULAR 

SESSION THE ARRANGEMENTS THAT THE HIGH COMMISSIONER SHALL HAVE
